WASHINGTON, June 
The supreme court ruled 7-2 today 
that Nevada divorces do not permit 
two ex-husbands to stop making 
allmoney payments previously or- 
dered by New York courts under 
•eparatlon decrees. 
Justice Douglas delivered the two 
decisions. Justices Frankfurter and 
Jackson dissented. 
The ruling was given on appeals 


by Joseph Estln and Louis Krelger 
from findings by the New York 
State court of appeals. The state 
court said they owed back altmny 
to their former wives, despite the 
Nevada divorce decrees. 
N. Y. Couct Upheld 


Upholding the New York court, 
Douglas said: 


"The fact that marital capacity 
was changed does not mean that 
•very other legal Incident of the 
marriage was necessarily affected" 


"An absolutist might quarrel with 


the result and demand a rule that 
once a divorce Is granted, the whole 
of the marriage relations Is dis-
